The Desert Sun recommends you 
cast a "No’’ vote In tomorrow's Palm 
Springs schools tax override election. 
We do this reluctantly, after analyz­ 
ing all of the factual data supplied by 
the schools and unearthed by our­ 
selves. 
We do this, furthermore, with tie 
realization that quite postlbly, for a re­ 
vised tax increase proposal at some 
time in the future, we might recom­ 
mend passage. 
Outweighing all other considerations 
In this proposal for a 60 cent permis­ 
sive tax raise for the schools is the fRct 
that It amounts, in this case, to a blank 
check. If passed, the 60 cent additional 
could be levied all or part In the first 
year, In any year, or In all the years to 
come. 
Thus the voters are being asked to 
provide up to $703,000 per year from 
here on. In addition to the present op­ 
erating budget, for the Palm Springs 
Unified School District 
Neither the school board nor the ad­ 
ministration has supplied a budget of 
expected expenses for which this huge 
increase in revenue Is needed. It is, 
rather, a grab bag out of which could 
be taken funds to meet any increased 
expenses in the years to come. It is a 
grab bag which, even without any nor­ 
mal increase in assessed valuation for 
the District, would continue to be re­ 
plenished each year in like amount, 
should the Board so desire. 
True, the Board has said, and we be­ 
lieve sincerely, that only that portion 
of the increased funds which would be 
absolutely necessary, would be levied 
in any year. But it is true in govern­ 
mental financing as It is in household 
financing, that money avail able is usu­ 
ally money spent We’re all human. 
If this request for additional money 
Is turned down, it Is more than possible 
that the school administration and the 
Board can effect some budget econo­ 
mies for next yeer which will not af­ 
fect the necessities of school operation. 
They will have a year in which to so 
plan. 
In this regard, it is noteworthy that 


in nearly every phase of school opera 
tlon the Palm Springs Unified School 
District is far more expeniive than Its 
neighbors. This Is not only on a total 
budget baits, it Is on a basis of the cost 
per unit of average daily attendance— 
the cost per day of educating each 
child. 
Our administrative coat of $29.97 per 
child, for exúnpie, is more than twice 
the average of $14.02 per child for the 
other four unified districts in Riverside 
County. 
Our teacher salary cost per child per 
day is $333, as compared to $226 aver­ 
age for the other districts. So, similar­ 
ly, through all the brackets of school 
operation, Palm Springs is not only 
higher than the average, it Is higher 
than any other district The sole excep­ 
tion is in the field of transportation 
where we are exceeded by Palo Verde, 
but are still much higher than the 
average. 
These figures cited are authoritative, 
coming as they do from a compilation 
by the Riverside County Superintendent 
of Schools office. They were not sup­ 
plied by the local school district 
In the light of all this, we suggest 
the school board and administration re­ 
examine its budget Then, if additional 
.money is needed for ensuing year*, sub­ 
mit a definite schedule to the voters for 
a definite amount. It would be better, 
too, if any future request for additional 
funds carried a time limit — perhaps 
three or four years. Thus, at the end of 
that period, the voters could re-examine 
the school program and expenditure! 
before extending additional funds for 
future years. 
The best possible job your school 
board and administration can do is to 
provide the educational facilitiea and 
standards you, the people, went — at 
the least possible cost. In essence, the 
program and the ccst are yours and 
should be reviewed periodically with 
all the pertinent facts made known. 
For all of the above reasons, and with 
the utmost of goodwill, again we rec­ 
ommend you vote “No" on tomorrow's 
election.

School Board Views 


(Editor's Mote: The Desert Sun has afforded this 
space to the Palm Springs Board of Education far it* 
editorial comments on tomorrow's tax override a u c ­ 
tion.) 


The members of the School Board have been elect­ 
ed by the community to guide lta educational program. 
This responsibility has two parts—one, to represent 
the majority will In all matters; the other, to provide 
Information which will lead the community to Inquire 
into its educational goals and methods. 
The present School Board Is now faced with a 
problem wholly new in this community. In the past six 
years, school enrollment has doubled while the assess­ 
ed property valuation has not. We see evidence of this 
change everywhere around us. A simple example will 
show how It affects school finance. 
You collect equal taxea from five $20,000 houses or 
one $100,000 house—but from the five houses you en­ 
roll in the school system five families of children. They 
present us with this new choice; raise the tax limit— 
or reverse the policies of previous boards by lowering 
standards. 
. 
Another new problem faces us: national defense. 
The need for skilled performance in many areas is 
critical. Skill is developed only through proper educa­ 
tion from the start and our nation is secure only when 
our people comprehend human values sufficiently to 
preserve the democratic tradition. According to how 
well It performs, every school in the nation either sup­ 
port* or weakens national aurvlval. - 
Another serious problem is the Increasingly in­ 
tense competition to get a job or to get into college. 
This is most severe in Southern California where the 
population explosion will require construction of one 
new grammar school every nine days for the next ten 
years. Most of these Southern California communities 
have a far higher school tax than we do. Our children 
will have to compete with theirs when they are out of 
school. 
Specific questions have been raised about costs In 
our school district. At Board budget sessions—which 
are open to the public—it is evident that costs for edu-

Each year our winter visitors bring a tremendous in- 
cn*RR* Id °ur enrollment, for only part of the year. For 
them, we must provide teachers, space, books and ser­ 
vares on a year-round basis although we cannot collect 
for them on that basis. State law demands that we en­ 
ter these children in our schools. Economic survival for 
our community demands that we provide as good edu­ 
cation for them as their classmates are getting at 
home. 
Despite this financial handicap, Palm Springs has 
held its tax limit while almost every other community 
in California has long-since raised its limit and it* levy. 
Even with our new limit, we will still have one of the 
lowest school tax rates of any of the city school dis­ 
tricts in California. 
During the past year, the member* of your School 
Board have put in 1,500 hour* studying the problems of 
the district. We are well aware that many areas need 
improving and we are working on these diligently. 
Thi* need for improvement, the operation of our 
rapidly expanding school system, an ever-increasing 
assessed valuation ratio and an Increasing dollar infla­ 
tion, plus the decline percentage-wise of Federal and 
SUto fund* for thl* district, indicate that an increase 
in the tax limit is now necessary. 
The only alternative U to drop our standards. Any 
sober and responsible citizen will think a long time be­ 
fore so changing the character of our resort commun­ 
ity.

The odds were a tribute to the 
professional bettors’ confidence in

ents today while 70-year-old Sten­ 
gel seem ed about to entrust t h e 
vital pitching assignment for the 
fifth gam e to the most inexper­ 
ienced pitcher ever to a t a r i a 
World Series game. 
The m an on the spot, as Stengel 
pondered the ramifications of the 
move overnight, was the 22-year- 
old Stafford, a tall, skinny right­ 
hander who didn't Join the Y an­ 
kees from Richmond of the Inter­ 
national League until August IS. 
Haddix, the "m an who pitched 
the perfect game and lost it," is 
a little left-hander with a w i d e 
assortm ent of low-breaking curves 
and sliders who figures to be trou­ 
blesome for any free • swinging 
team like the Yankees.
